Good St. Nichols*, Saint of Fourth 
CtiiLyry 
of# Christian 
Era, 
Founder of Custom. 


T il AS stockings have 
me down to us from the 
tfood St. Nicholas, who was 
a saint of the fourth cen­ 
tury of rhe Christ an era 
and was born December 0, 842, In 
Lycia, Asia Minor. 
He was regarded 
as especially the patron saint of chil­ 
dren, young girls and sailors. 
The 
Christmas stocking custom arose as 
follow s: 
It seems' that St. Nicholas, who was 
the archbishop of Myra, lived in the 
same town with an impoverished no­ 
bleman who because he had no por­ 
tions to give his daughters, and indeed 
no means with which to support them, 
was about to sell them Into a life of 
aln, 
St. Nicholas, who was accus­ 
tomed to dispense his large fortune In 
gifts of charity, resolved to rescue the 
young women. 
As he ap~ roached, 
their house wondering how he should 
proceed, the moon shone out and dis­ 
played an open window. Instantly St. 
Nicholas threw a purse of gold In at 
the window which, falling at the feet 
the father of the girls, enabled him 
to portion his oldest daughter. 
The 
second time St. Nicholas visited the 
he also was able to throw a 
parse of gold through an open window, 
thus providing for the portion of the 
second daughter. 
On the third visit 
the father, watching for his benefac­ 
tor, cast himself at the feet of the 
saint and cried: 
“Oh, St. Nicholas, servant of God. 
why seek to hide thyself?” 
The saint made the father promise 
not to reveal his benefactions. 
From 
this habit of bestowing gifts in secret 
and under the cloak of night arose the 
practice of putting out shoes or stock­ 
ings for the younger members of the 
family, so that the good saint would 
be able to fill them without being spied 
on.

There is but one way to stop the 
continued decline in the price of spot 
cotton, and that is to absolutely stop 
selling. 
So long as even a small ra­ 
tion of cotton is daily fed to the lo­ 
cal markets, just so long will the 
present limited demand be met, and 
bearish speculators be enabled to 
keep their throttle IioI<i on prices. 
lf every bale of cotton now in the 
South were locked nj) in a warehouse 
or on the farm, for even a period of 
ten days, the short sellers would run 
to cover and prices would begin to 
advance. 
No power on earth can 
check the present decline In cotton 
prices, so long as farmers are con­ 
stantly feeding the staple into the lo­ 
cal markets. 
The sellers of cotton at these pric­ 
es are not only breaking themselves 
financially, but they are contributing 
to the financial wreck and ruin of the 
entire south. 
Stop selling— refuse to market a 
single bale. 
Use the warehouse re­ 
ceipt as a medium of exchange, in 
the lionization of credits, for exten­ 
sions o' ioa-1 
and to secure neces­ 
sary funds ’n purchase imperatively 
needed supplies on the farm, and for 
the gathering of the crop. 
Every 
bale of cotton sold Is a gift offered 
to the rapacious maw of the specu­ 
lator and a weapon -which can be 
u s e d t o b rc |^ ^ n o fA fi^ a rtjy fflu n d 


leader in any great battle can whip 
the enemy unless every man does his 
full duty and makes every sacral!ce 
required. 
There must he unity of action and 
co-operative effort in this fight, un­ 
less the South is willing to enslave 
itself to foreign spinners and specu­ 
lators. 
The sale of cotton at these 
prices will enrich the spinners, im­ 
poverishing the cotton growers, mer­ 
chants and bankers of the South 
The American Cotton Association 
can and will lead this movement to 
success, if those for whom its hard­ 
est efforts are being made, will rally 
to the battle cry, hold their cotton 
and stand firm against every pres­ 
sure from without. 
There is abso­ 
lutely no question that cotton val ires 
will reach higher levels a little later 
on. 
No matter how severe a storm 
may be, it is always short lived, the 
sunshine will’ return. 
All over the 
South the farmers are now deter­ 
minedly holding their cotton. 
Texas 
and Oklahoma, 
which sold heavily 
early in the season, have joined in 
the movement and practically none 
is being sold now by farmers. 
Less 
than eleven per cent of the Alaba­ 
ma crop has been marketted and the 
other southeastern state are doing al­ 
most as well'- 
The whole nation 
is becoming 
aroused over the unholy artificial de­ 
flation in the values of farm com­ 
modities. 
Plans are being rapidly 
whipped into shape that will tend to 
clarify the situation, open the mar­ 
kets of the world and through in­ 
creased demand push prices back to 
a normal basis. 
But these factors 
cannot check declines if the owners 
of cotton persist in feeding the sta­ 
ple to the market. 
We urge every farmer iii tile South 
to refuse the present ruinous prices 
for his cotton. 
Stop selling and 
force the bear operators to deliver 
the tissue paper contracts they are 
dealing in, to those who are buying 
on the exchanges.
